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Former 2004 WHS grad and MIT police officer killed i in the line of duty 
Selectmen name Jan. 3 ‘Sean Collier Day’

WILMINGTON — The 
Board of Selectmen vo- 
ted unanimously on Mon- 
day night to designate 
Jan. 3 as Sean Collier 
Day. While Chair Lilia 
Maselli joined virtually, 
acting chair Greg Bendel 
welcomed distinguished 
guests in the audience 
from the Wilmington Po- 
lice Department, Wilming- 
ton Public Schools, Som- 
erville Police Depart- 
ment, MIT Police De- 
partment, and also Col- 
lier’s parents. 

Bendel delivered Col- 
lier’s background, from 
graduating WHS in 2004 
to earning his bachelor’s 
degree in Criminal Jus- 
tice with honors from 
Salem State in 2009. He 
then volunteered in the 
auxiliary police depart- 
ment and served as the 
records clerk at Somer- 
ville Police Department, 
attending the MBTA 
Transit Police Academy 
at the same time. 

He became a member 
of the MIT Police De- 
partment in 2012. Though 
he was killed in the line 
of duty in 2013 after the 
Boston Marathon bomb- 
ings, he was appointed to 
the Somerville Police De- 
partment and his assign- 
ed badge was retired per- 
manently. 

Bendel said that Collier 
dedicated his life to pro- 
tecting others and he 
hoped to see future stu- 
dents honor and remem-

ber his sacrifice. He then 
opened up the floor for 
those in attendance to 
comment. 

MIT Police Chief John 
DiFava, also a former Wil- 
mington resident, spoke 
up to say that Collier was 
the best of them. He also 
thanked Bendel for put- 
ting this proposal togeth- 


er. 

“We have an obligttion 
to remember those who 
have made that sacrifice,” 
he said. 

He added that he was 
pleased but not at all sur- 
prised, knowing Wilming- 
ton’s sense of community 
and respect for police.

Selectmen hear about 
rise in COVID-19 cases

WILMINGTON — Dur- 


ing their meeting on Mon- 
day night, the Board of 
Selectmen received up- 
dates on COVID-19 and 
the hazard mitigation 
plan before they discussed 
a winter salt program for 
seniors and other items 
for approval. 

Wilmington Board of 
Health Director Shelly 
Newhouse shared that the 
town had 272 active posi- 
tive COVID-19 cases, with 
134 being breakthrough 
cases, There were at the 
time more than 500 resi- 
dents in quarantine. 

She mentioned that the 
trend appeared to be 
among families, as most 
of the cases were in adults 
aged 41-60 and children. 
She promoted the vaccine 
and booster shots, per- 
haps from doctor’s offices 
or pharmacies, and self- 
monitoring for symptoms. 

She also wrote a commu- 
nication to the Finance 
Committee which was for- 
warded to the board about 
the recent rise in cases 
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over the past month. 

Selectman Judy O’Con- 
nell gave her appreciation 
for the health depart- 
ment’s tireless efforts and 
the efficiency of the re- 
cent COVID-19 booster 
clinic they held. 

Gary DePalma asked if 
residents who show symp- 
toms but test negative for 
COVID should still stay 
home. Newhouse answer- 
ed that people should stay 
home anyway until symp- 
toms subside. 

Lilia Maselli asked how 
long after testing positive 
it’s necessary to wait to 
get the booster shot, and 
the answer was 90 days. 

Director of Planning and 
Conservation Valerie Ging- 


‘rich used the next ap- 


pointment to discuss the 
2021 hazard mitigation 
plan for the board to 
adopt. She explained that 
FEMA required this plan 
to be updated to receive 
grants. It would be target- 
ed towards reducing loss 
of life and property by 
lessening the impact of 
natural disasters like 
flooding, high winds, and 
severe winter events. 
Some of the measures 
they’d already completed 
included drainage im- 
provements, tree invento- 
ry and risk assessments, 
and acquiring more DPW 
equipment. She said they 
planned to conduct Route 
62 culvert replacement at 
Martin’s Brook, relocate 
the DPW admin building, 
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and conduct outreach to 
homeowners about drought. 

O’Connell asked if a new 
location was named for 
the DPW building, but 
Gingrich said it was just a 
plan to move, with no de- 
tails or even a timeline 
set. She described the 
points identified as oppor- 
tunities for the town to be 
proactive for the sake of 
the environment. The board 
approved the plan. 

Then, Elderly Services 
Director Terri Marciello 
and Fire Lieutenant Ryan 
Quigley talked about an 
initiative to provide win- 
ter sand and salt for sen- 
iors, called “Sand for Sen- 
iors.” Quigley said that he 
got the idea from a con- 
ference in September and 
partnered with the senior 
center to bring it to Wil- 
mington. 

He instructed any resi- 
dent over the age of 60 
who would have trouble 
purchasing sand and salt 
themselves, or going to 
pick it up from the DPW, 
to call the. senior center 
and the fire department 
would deliver it for them. 

Marciello mentioned that 
Quigley had reached out 
to Ace Hardware who had 
agreed to donate 25 buck- 
ets and scoops for resi- 
dents, which they would 
extend to 40 based on the 
response. Quigley added 
that the fire department 
receives a yearly grant to 
help pay for programs like 
this. One other plus he 
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noted is that while the fire 
department is making de- 
liveries, they could ask 
residents if they have any 
concerns and_ possibly 
catch issues like fire haz- 


DePalma commented, 
“This could be saving 
someone from a severe 


injury.” 

The board thanked the 
pair for their departments’ 
joint efforts and shared 
their full support. 

The | communications 
from Town Manager Jeff 
Hull started with a final 
decision coming soon on 
the new Assistant Town 
Manager/Human Resour- 
ces Director. He also sent 
all the different deadlines 
coming up to set up the 
special Town Meeting on 
March 8 for community 
support with the MSBA 
process for a new Wild- 
wood School. In the site 
assignment process for 
the solid waste disposal 
facility, he said they were 
reviewing site suitability 
and moving forward soon. 

His last note was about 
the necessity of the board 
to approve a license for 
the electric vehicle sta- 
tions granted by Reading 
Municipal Light Depart- 
ment. O’Connell spoke up 
later to say that she wasn’t 
comfortable with RMLD 
paying for the law servic- 
es required, given that K. 
P. Law would have a con- 
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to be in attendance that 
night. 

Some other guests that 
were invited to the meet- 
ing included Wilming- 
ton’s delegation at the 
State House. 

Senator Bruce Tarr 
spoke to Collier’s com- 
passion, kindness, and 
enthusiasm for protect- 
ing life. He said Collier’s 
bravery and courage set ~ 
an example for everyone, 
and he’d be: glad to 
remember it every year. 

“When we didn’t know 
what was going to hap- 
pen next, Sean Collier 
was on duty, standing 
tall, ready to face the 
threat.” 

He also presented cita- 
tions from the state and 
offered congratulations 
to the Collier family. 

In addition to present- 
ing two more citations, 
Representative Dave Ro- 
bertson added that Col- 
lier represented the spir- 
it of Wilmington. 

When it came time for 
the board to respond, 
Selectman Judy O’Con- 
nell shared that Collier 
was a hero whose legacy 
would live on through 
these efforts. 

“Tonight is a small to-. 
ken of our appreciation 
for his gift of life and 
contributions to the 
Town of Wilmington, the 
State of Massachusetts, 
the world, and the police 
community. He matters 
and he has always mat- 
tered,” she said. 

She remembered know- 
ing him around town and 


from stories told about 
him at his memorial. 
Gary DePalma men- 
tioned that he had met 
Collier and seen his fer- 
vor for law enforcement. 


' “It’s because of men 


and women like Sean that 
we can stand here today 
and smile and be proud.” 

He shared the impor- 
tance of praying for and 
supporting police offi- 
cers knowing the dan- 
gers that they step into 
every day. 

Kevin Caira said that 
Collier’s life was amaz- 
ing and far too short. He 
wanted to see his memo- 
ry kept alive. Lilia Ma- 
selli also shared her 
appreciation and support 
for honoring Collier’s 
sacrifice and service 
every year. 

Bendel closed by recog- 
nizing Collier’s best 
traits: his kindness, em- 
pathy, and generosity. 

“It’s so important that 
my children and future 
generations be reminded 
of his life, service, sacri- 
fice, and willingness to - 
protect others.” 

He explained that Jan. 
3, Collier’s birthday, 
would be a great day to 
celebrate his life every 
year. He also presented a 
gift to Collier’s parents. 

Lastly, Collier’s father 
responded saying that he 
appreciated the town . 
recognizing his son on 
his birthday. He said that 
the police officers there 
tonight were heroes, too, 
and thanked them for 
their efforts.

Many employees 
during the COVID-19 
pandemic are asking: 


TO WHICH STATE MUST 
| PAY INCOME TAX? 


During the pandemic, many of us have undergone 
changes in our work locations. Potentially affected are 
employees who resided in State A and commuted to work 
in State B before the pandemic but are now working 
remotely in State A. Also affected are employees who 
lived and worked in the same state prior to the pandemic 
but temporarily ‘relocated to another state to work 
remotely. Their employers have concerns, too. Employers 
have state income tax withholding obligations. Equally 
significant, if the employer does not otherwise have a 
physical or economic presence in a state where employees 
are working remotely, is the employer now subject to 
income tax in that state? And while this might seem to be 
a “temporary” problem, it may not be — particularly if 
(as many suspect) remote work continues to increase 
post-pandemic. 

Out-of-State Commuters 
Working From Home During Pandemic 

An individual’s state of residence can tax all of the 
individual’s income irrespective of where the income is 
earned, but the individual is generally allowed a credit for 
income taxes paid to other states. Thus, if an individual 
lives in State A but commutes to work in State B, both 
states may impose income tax on the individual’s income 
earned in State B. State A will then allow the individual 
to claim a credit for the income taxes paid to State B. Will 
State B continue to tax the individual (and require the 
employer to withhold) if the individual no longer 
continues to commute to work but instead works from 
home in State A during the pandemic? 

Most states have not yet addressed this question.

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All they wanted was a Christmas tree farm

You’d have to admit, Lee 
Chisholm was persistent. 
He started a Christmas 
tree farm in the northern 
reaches of Wilmington; 
and in 1974, he sought a 
permit to remove about 
25,000 yards of gravel. The 
selectmen repeatedly turn- 
ed him down. 

“Why are you back?” ask- 
ed George Boylen when 
Chisholm came before the 
board for the sixth time, 
on Sept. 13, 1976. 

Boylen said they had been 
friends for a number of 
years, but that Chisholm 
was straining that friend- 
ship. 

Chisholm lived on Ando- 


ver Street, with his house 
fronting on Foster’s Pond. 
He first came to Foster’s 
Pond in 1910 and had been 
a Wilmington resident 
since the early 1930s. He 
and his son owned about 
five acres of land, zoned 
rural, on Foster’s Pond 
Road. 

Leland Chisholm, Jr. had 
bought the land from the 
Foster’s ment Association 
in 1951, thinking he would 
eventually build a home 
there. However, he became 
a landscape architect and 
city planner and settled in 
Connecticut. 

Under the terms of sale, 
if he ever sold it, he would 
sell it back to the associa- 
tion at cost plus taxes. In 


25 years, though, the land 
value had appreciated to a 
point where a sale under 
those terms would no long- 
er be reasonable. 
Because the land was

permit 
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zoned rural (60,000 s.f. lots), 
subdividing it would yield 
three houselots. Had it been 
zoned residential, (22,500 
s.f. lots) there would have 
possibly been nine. So they 


turned to the definition of 
rural property and started 
a farm, a Christmas tree 
farm. 

They leveled much of the 
property, digging away a 
hill. Without a permit to 
remove the gravel, piled 
the gravel in one corner. 
They then planted 3,000 
trees, Scotch pine and 
Douglas fir on the leveled 
area. 

Leland Chisholm Jr. said 
the level ground, five feet 
above the water table, 
would greatly reduce the 
runoff of fertilizer 

There was opposition to 
the gravel removal from 
some Andover residents 
living nearby. Foster’s Pond 
road begins in Wilming- 


ton, and, as one might de- 
duce, leads to Foster’s 
Pond, much of which is in 
Andover. 

The Foster’s Pond Im- 
provement Association had 
conducted a similar grav- 
el operation on abutting 
property in 1975, purport- 
edly for a playground. The 
playground, though, was 
never built. 

The Chisholms tried again 
in 1978. There was a dif- 
ferent Board of Selectmen 
with three new members. 
This time, the-board gran- 
ted a permit to remove 
the gravel. 


Governor Baker signs $4B federal 
COVID-19 relief funding spending bill 


BOSTON — Governor 
Charlie Baker signed a $4 
billion spending plan to 
support continued recov- 
ery across key priority 
areas, making substantial 
investments in housing 
and homeownership, 
healthcare, workforce de- 
velopment, premium pay 
for essential workers and 
infrastructure. The fund- 
ing, first proposed by the 
Baker-Polito Administra- 
tion in June of 2021, will 
put to work a portion of 
the Commonwealth’s di- 
rect federal aid from the 
American Rescue Plan 
Act (ARPA). 

“The pandemic has had a 
significant impact on Mas- 
sachusetts workers, fami- 
lies, communities, and bu- 
sinesses for nearly two 
years, and today’s signing 
directs billions of dollars 
in relief toward those hard- 
est hit across the Com- 
monwealth,” said Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker. “While 
this package falls far short 
of the investment I called 
for to address the housing 
shortage, the important 
investments included in 
this bill will help to accel- 
erate Massachusetts’ eco- 
nomic recovery and pro- 
vide long-lasting benefits 


to infrastructure, health- 
care, education systems, 
and small businesses.” 
“The funding allocated 
in this bill addresses criti- 
cal areas of need across 
the Commonwealth, from 
addiction services to hou- 
sing availability to envi- 
ronmental infrastructure,” 
said Lieutenant Governor 
Karyn Polito. “This relief 
will play a crucial role in 
the ongoing recovery of 
our residents and commu- 
nities, especially those 
disproportionately impac- 
ted by COVID-19, and we 
are eager to put it to work.” 
The bill authorizes up to 
$2.55 billion in spending 
from the $5.286 billion 
ARPA Coronavirus State 
Fiscal Recovery Funds 
provided to Massachu- 
setts in May 2021. This di- 
rect federal aid is inten- 
ded to support urgent 
COVID-19 response ef- 
forts, replace lost revenue, 
support immediate eco- 
nomic stabilization for 
households and business- 
es, and address unequal 
public health and econom- 
ic challenges in Massa- 
chusetts cities and towns. 
After accounting for spen- 
ding in this bill and previ- 
ously announced commit- 


ments, approximately $2.3 
billion of the Coronavi- 
rus State Fiscal Recovery 
Funds will remain to be 
further appropriated. 
“The Commonwealth has 
worked diligently over the 
past two years to deploy 
billions worth of federal 
support to strengthen our 
economic recovery, sup- 
port those in dispropor- 
tionately impacted com- 
munities, and get people 
back to work,” said Secre- 
tary of Administration and 
Finance Michael J. Hef- 
fernan. “We appreciate the 


- collaboration of our col- 


leagues in the Legislature 
on this bill to invest: in 
healtheare, housing, and 
the Massachusetts work- 
force and look forward to 
even more critical invest- 
ments in 2022 with the 
remaining ARPA funds.” 
Coupled with the author- 
ized ARPA dollars, $1.45 
billion in spending is ap- 
propriated from the Tran- 
sitional Escrow Fund, 
made up of state fiscal 
year 2021 surplus funds. 
The bill assigns the Sec- 
retary of Administration 
and Finance the responsi- 
bility of matching expen- 
ditures to the most appro- 
priate funding source, 


which provides important 
flexibility in recognition 
of the significant federal 
rules and regulations as- 
sociated with federal funds. 

Highlights of the plan 
include: 


Housing 

¢ $150 million to finance 
the statewide production 
of housing for various pop- 
ulations, including seniors 
and veterans; 

¢ $150 million for public 
housing maintenance; 

¢ $115 million for rental 
housing production and to 
provide increased housing 
options to residents of dis- 
proportionately impacted 
communities;

Baker-Polito Administration issues guidance 
to address staffing capacity challenges 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration, 
working closely with the 
Massachusetts Health & 
Hospital Association (MHA), 
announced additional ef- 
forts to provide hospitals 
with necessary flexibility 
to ensure sufficient acute 
care capacity. The Com- 
monwealth’s healthcare 
system is facing a critical 
staffing shortage which 
has contributed to the loss 
of approximately 500 med- 
ical/surgical and ICU hos- 
pital beds. Hospitals are 
also seeing a high level of 
patients, mostly due to non- 
COVID related reasons. 

On Nov. 23, the Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
(DPH) released guidance 
to hospitals to reduce cer- 
tain non-essential, elec- 
tive services and proce- 
dures by 30 percent. To- 
day, DPH released updates 
to that guidance to further 
reduce certain non-essen- 
tial, elective services and 
procedures by 50 percent, 
effective Dec. 15, 2021. 

In order to assure hospi- 
tal inpatient capacity, the 
Department of Public 
Health (DPH) also issued 


a COVID-19 Public Health 
Emergency Order that 
provides hospitals flexibil- 
ity with respect to ICU 
nursing staff ratios and 
guidance that permits 
hospitals to create capaci- 
ty in alternate spaces. 

“The Commonwealth’s 
hospitals continue to face 
significant challenges due 
to staffing shortages,” said 
Secretary Marylou Sud- 
ders. “Today’s actions will 
help alleviate pressures by 
providing hospitals with 
staffing flexibility in order 
to reopen inpatient capaci- 
ty in licensed and alter- 
nate space not currently 
being utilized.” 

“Our healthcare commu- 
nity remains under tre- 
mendous pressure, and 
these flexibilities will pro- 
vide hospitals with addi- 
tional tools to remain nim- 
ble and accessible as they 
navigate the weeks ahead. 
MHA and our members 
are grateful for the ongo- 
ing coordination with the 
Baker-Polito Administra- 
tion, which has empow- 
ered healthcare organiza- 
tions to respond in real- 
time and with swift action 


over the past 21 months. 
Patients should know that 
their: hospitals and care 
teams are there for them, 
just as they have been 
over the course of the pan- 
demic,” said Steve Walsh, 
President & CEO of the 
Massachusetts Health & 
Hospital Association 

The order and guidance 
issued provides additional 
tools to support acute care 
hospitals facing critical 
workforce and capacity 
constraints. 

Added flexibility relative 
to staffing ratios will al- 
low hospitals to redirect 
ICU nurses to other inpa- 
tient beds, currently not 
being utilized due to staf- 
fing constraints as well as 
to staff roles that help to 
reduce or prevent hospi- 
talizations. To ensure pa- 
tient safety and quality of 
care, hospitals and hospi- 
tal systems implementing 
these flexibilities will be 
required to meet certain 
criteria as outlined in the 
Order and guidance to 
determine safe ICU staf- 
fing levels.

nate care space guidance, 
giving hospitals flexibility 
to: 

e use licensed and unli-

Seniors 
disappointed in 
Board of Selectmen 
in regard to senior 
center project 


Dear editor, 

About a month ago, I 
wrote that the site selec- 
tion for the senior center 
and town hall/school ad- 
ministration building had 
been chosen, unanimous- 
ly, at a joint meeting of 
the Senior Center Building 
Committee and the Town 
Hall/School Administra- 
tion Building Committee, 
which included two mem- 
bers of the Board of Sel- 
ectmen (Sept.15, 2021). 

Despite that vote, the 
Board of Selectmen (BOS) 
has delayed telling the ar- 
chitects to begin their de- 
sign process because of 
various reasons, most of 
which centered on not 
having enough informa- 
tion. 

This, 

e Despite a _ two-year 
lapse since we made a 
presentation to the BOS 
(on Dec. 16, 2019) identify- 
ing the reasons why a new 
senior center was needed; 

¢ Despite a promise from 
the BOS that the senior 
center would go before the 
town hall; 

¢ Despite the fact that in 
that time in which we vis- 
ited five senior centers in 
other towns to get an opin- 
ion of advantages and dis- 
advantages of various 
buildings and an idea of 
plans; 

¢ Despite the fact that a 
dedicated group of senior 
volunteers spent at least 40 
man-hours poring over the 
recommended program- 
matic needs and square 
footage of a new building; 

¢ Despite a survey com- 
pleted by the seniors on 
their vision for a new cen- 
ter in October of 2021; 

¢ Despite a near unani- 
mous vote at the 2020 an- 
nual Town Meeting to ap- 
prove a feasibility study 
for the new senior center; 

¢ Despite a walking tour 
of the site adjacent to St. 
Dorothy’s which occurred 
on Nov. 29, 2021, to which 
the general public was in- 
vited; 

e Despite two thorough 
presentations from the ar- 
chitects, the second of 
which, held on Nov. 30, 
2021, where the Senior Cen-

The discussion has now 
devolved into who gets the

hall/school administration 
building or the senior cen- 
ter. It is proposed by mem- 
bers of the BOS that the 
seniors can have the pres- 
ent town hall site. 

However, we must wait 
for the old town hall to be 
torn down (an estimated 
2-3 additional years) for 
the new senior center, in- 
creasing construction costs. 
Even if the senior center 
is built on that site while 
the town hall is still in use, 
there is no guarantee it 
would receive an occupan- 
cy permit. The demolition 
of the old town hall will 
also raise the project 
costs. 

Many of us who have fer- 
vently espoused the new 
senior center will not be 
alive if that total time of 
construction is 4-5 years. 

Are we frustrated at be- 
ing pawns? You betcha! 

And now we hear that 
the town manager wants 
to link the two projects 
into one warrant article at 
a Town Meeting in the fall. 
In other words, the BOS 
believes that the town hall 
project cannot stand on its 
own merits! 

When the seniors voted 
at past Town Meetings, 
they have supported the 
building of the middle 
school, the high school and 
the Public Safety Building. 
We understand the current 
school admin building (the 
Roman House) is deficient 
(non-ADA compliant). 

We understand the town 
hall is full and some work- 
ers must maintain offices 
off-site. Yet, the BOS does- 
n’t trust that the seniors 
will vote for the new town 
hall/school admin _build- 
ing, unless they hold the 
new senior center project 
hostage. 

It is up to the BOS to do 
their job and convince the 
taxpayers that a new town 
hall is needed. Let each 
proposed building stand on 
its own merits. 

Let’s go back to the unan- 
imous vote of Sept. 15, 2021 
and the subsequent vote of 
Nov. 30, 2021, and put the 
senior center at St. Doro- 
thy’s. Build the town hall/ 
school administration buil- 
ding at the Swain site (our 
town center) and keep 
them as two separate war- 
rant articles.

Baker-Polito Administration announces 2.1M at-home 
COVID tests for 102 high needs communities 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced plans to increase 
access to at home COVID- 
19 test kits for residents 
across the Commonwealth. 
The Administration secured 
2.1 million iHealth Labs 
over-the-counter (OTC) at- 
home rapid antigen tests 
that will be delivered to 102 
towns with the highest per- 
centage of families below 
the poverty level. 

These free tests will be 
available for distribution 
to the public by each muni- 
cipality, with an emphasis 
on increasing access for 
individuals and families 
who are facing financial 
hardship. 

“With the holidays ap- 
proaching, we encourage 
residents to utilize rapid 
tests as a convenient way 
to keep family members and 
friends safe at gatherings,” 
said Governor Charlie Ba- 
ker. “While these tests are 
widely available at many 
pharmacies and retail lo- 
cations across the Common- 
wealth, we are making it 
even easier for residents to 
get free rapid testing 
through these initiatives.” 

“Massachusetts has de- 
veloped a_nation-leading 
testing infrastructure, with 
free testing available ac- 
ross the Commonwealth,” 
said Lt. Governor Karyn 
Polito. “Increasing access 
to these free OTC rapid 
antigen test kits will serve 
as another tool to combat 
COVID-19.” 

While the initial 2.1 mil- 
lion OTC rapid antigen 


tests will be distributed to 
102 high-need communi- 
ties across the Common- 
wealth, the Administra- 
tion is finalizing plans to 
allow municipalities and 
other public entities to di- 
rectly purchase tests from 
test manufacturers at fix- 
ed, state-negotiated prices. 
The Administration post- 
ed a procurement oppor- 
tunity on Friday, Dec. 10 
for manufacturers, and mu- 
nicipalities will be able to 
order in January 2022. 

The Administration will 
provide more details on 
how municipalities can 
procure these tests later in 
the coming weeks. Munici- 
palities are able to utilize 
American Rescue Plan Act 
funding, as well as Federal 
COVID-19 Relief funding to 
purchase the rapid antigen 
test kits. 

At-home COVID-19 rapid 
antigen test kits are a fast, 
easy and convenient way 
to test for COVID-19. In ad- 
dition to the Administra- 
tion providing iHealth Labs 
OTC at-home rapid anti- 
gen test kits and allowing 
municipalities to directly 
purchase tests, residents 
can visit local pharmacies 
or order online to pur- 
chase rapid test kits on 
their own, as needed.

All 
20 of the Commonwealth’s 
most disproportionately im- 
pacted equity communi- 
ties were included by these 
criteria. In total, the 102 
municipalities account for 
nearly 3.7 million Massa- 
chusetts residents. 

iHealth Labs OTC at- 
home rapid antigen test 
kits will start to be deliv- 
ered to the eligible commu- 
nities this week by the 
Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency, in 
partnership with the Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard. 
Tests will be distributed 
proportionally across the 
102 communities based on 
the proportion of families 
living at or below the po- 
verty level within their 
respective communities. 

While each city or town 
will be able to determine 
how best to distribute tests 


within their community 
municipalities are asked 
to prioritize those most in 
need, allocating equitably 
and at locations accessible 
to individuals and families 
who are determined to be 
in high need and as quick- 
ly as possible during the 
holiday season. 

The Commonwealth is 
paying $5 per test. All tests 
come in packs of two. The 
tests can be completed in 
15 minutes without the 
need to send a sample to a 
laboratory; a mobile phone 
or computer is not needed 
for any part of the test. 
Individuals two years of 
age and up can use the 
tests regardless of vacci- 
nation status or whether 
or not they have symp- 
toms. 

CDC last week issued 
guidance on self-tests like 
the iHealth tests, with in- 
formation on when to con- 
sider self-testing, how to 
complete the tests, and 
how to react to a positive 
or negative result. 

COVID-19 rapid tests are 
one of many risk-reduction 
measures, along with vac- 
cination, that can protect 
individuals by reducing 
the chances of spreading 
COVID-19.

TEWKSBURY — Tewks- 
bury Town Clerk Denise 
Graffeo reminds dog own- 
ers it is that time of the 
year when all dogs (six 
months of age or over) 
must be licensed. The 
license is valid for one cal- 
endar year (Jan. 1 - Dec. 
31) and must be renewed 
annually. Dog license re- 
newals are due by March 
15, after which late fees 
will be assessed. 

Dogs six months of age or 
older that are new to town 
must be licensed within 30 
days and may be licensed 
at any time throughout the 
year without incurring a 
late fee.

Moulton, Trahan introduce legislation 
to protect service members’ 


stored belongings 


WASHINGTON = 
Months after Air Force 
Technical Sergeant Char- 
les Cornacchio was de- 
ployed to the Middle 
Hast, he found out that 
the items he stored away 
in a Massachusetts-based 
storage facility had been 
sold and auctioned off to 
the highest bidder. Rep- 
resentatives Seth Moul- 
ton (D-MA) and Lori Tra- 
han (D-MA) introduced a 
bill to raise the existing 
punishment for compa- 
nies who sell service 
members’ belongings. 

If passed, this bill 
would hold storage facili- 
ties, towing companies, 
or other offenders ac- 
countable for knowingly 
disposing the property of 
a service member with- 
out a court order by ele- 
vating the consequences 
to the level of a felony 
with fines and up to three 
years imprisonment. Cur- 
rently, companies can be 
charged with a misde- 
meanor subject to fines 
and the possibility of up 
to one year imprison- 
ment. 


“When service mem- 
bers like Charles volun- 
teer to leave everything 
behind and serve abroad, 
the last thing they should 
have to worry about is 
whether or not their be- 
longings will be sold to 
the highest bidder,” said 


’ Congressman Moulton, 


the author of the bill. 
“Right now, companies 
like this one, consider 
the low risk of getting 
caught along with the 
fines and decide that the 
risks are worth it and 
that the fines are just a 
cost of doing business. 
This bill will raise the 
stakes to ensure that 
something like this ne 
ver happens to our he- 
roes again.” 

“While our service- 
members risk their lives 
to defend us, separated 
from their communities 
and their loved ones, the 
least we can do is ensure 
they are treated with the 
respect they deserve,” 
said Congresswoman Tra- 
han. “What happened to 
Sergeant Cornacchio is 
unacceptable, and he’s 


not the only one who has 
been wronged like this. 
I’m proud to partner 
with Congressman Moul- 
ton to introduce this leg- 
islation to strengthen the 
penalties under the Ser- - 
vicemember Civil Relief 
Act. We owe it to our men 
and women in uniform to 
do everything possible to 
prevent their belongings 
being sold out from. un- 
derneath them while 


they’re risking their 


lives to protect our na- 
tion.” 

Specifically, this bill 
updates section 3958 of 
50 U.S. Code, which am- 
ends the Servicemem- 
bers Civil Relief Act. 
Passing this bill will not 
only equip the Depart- 
ment of Justice with a- 
broader range of tools to 
prosecute these cases, 
but it will also send a 
strong deterrent mes- 
sage to current and 
would-be offenders that 
these schemes that prey 
on our servicemembers 
will not be tolerated. 
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Female Athlete of the Year: Celia Kulis —

WILMINGTON - In the 
previous 26 years that the 
Town Crier has chosen a 
Female Athlete of the 
Year, only twice has the 
high school senior at the 
time gone on to play at a 
Division 1 collegiate pro- 
gram, with Melissa 
Mather in 1997 as she 
played softball at UMaine 
and then Olivia Wingate 
in 2016 as she went on and 
just finished up her soccer 
career at University of 
Notre Dame. 

In the 26 previous years, 
no athlete that we have 
chosen has gone on to 
compete in track-and-field 
at the Division 1 level, and 
more impressively, no 
athlete that we have cho- 
sen picked up their best 
sports for the very first 
time and gone on to be 
selected for our award. 
This year's selection is 
also the first female to go 
an entire calendar year 
without scoring a goal or 
a basket. 

The fact that senior 
Celia Kulis started track 
this past March and 
recently signed her 
National Letter of Intent 
to continue in that sport 
at D-1 Holy Cross, also an 
incredible academic insti- 
tution, is truly mindblow- 
ing. 

Besides breaking two 
school records, winning 
the Middlesex League 
Championship title in the 
100-meter hurdles, while 
she finished fourth at the 
sectionals and then sev- 
enth in the entire state in 
the pentathlon, while 
helping the outdoor track 
to its first ever league 
title, not to mention being 
named All-Conference in 
Field Hockey, are a few 
giant reasons why Kulis is 
this year's choice. 

Her story in joining 
sports is pretty interest- 
ing. Before her freshman 
year, Celia's mother urged 
her to be active and to try 
a sport, so she chose field 
hockey. After her sopho- 
more year, the first with 
varsity which earned her 
league all-star _ status, 
Celia wanted to join the 
outdoor track team only 
to stay in shape for field 
hockey, but the season got 
cancelled due to COVID- 
19: 

She finally got that 
chance during the 'Indoor 
Season' which was actual- 
ly held outdoors, and after 
immediately having suc- 
cess, that carried over to 
the official outdoor season 
where she collected all of 
that hardware. 

And now, the sport that 
she tried out for just to 
stay in shape for her fall

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sport that only her moth- 
er urged her into trying it 
in the first place, has led 
her to a Di athletic schol- 
arship. 

"I'm very excited (about 
Holy Cross)," she said. "I 
had heard someone talk 
about Holy Cross so I fig- 
ured that I should look 
into it because at that 
time I was still reaching 
out to different schools. I 
was talking to Stonehill at 
the time, and they are 
both Catholic Schools and 
smaller schools which is 
what I wanted. I don't like 
big schools. I _ then 
reached out to Holy Cross 
and set up my tour and 
the times and then the 
coach got back to me say- 
ing that they would like to

meet with me. I went for . a 


the tour, met with the 
coaches and instantly I 
fell in love. 

"T don't know if it was 
because of the campus, 
which is beautiful, but 
also because of academics 
which is huge for me. I 
want to be at a school that 
pushes my academics and 
I don't want to be bored. I 
like taking faster paced, 
smaller classes and that's 
what Holy Cross offered 
and those reasons I think 
are why I picked Holy 
Cross over Stonehill, plus 
the (track) team was just 
so welcoming. My host 
when I met her, she was 
the absolute best." 

Kulis, who is ranked 20th 
in her academic class and 
is a National Honor 
Society student, said she 
has big plans outside of 
track-and-field once she 
gets to HC. 

"I'm going to major in 
Psychology and I want to 
be a Forensic 
Psychologist in the FBI or 
some kind of law enforce- 
ment. I've always been 
interested in crime and 
figuring out why crimi- 
nals did what they did and 
just getting inside crimi- 
nals' heads. That's just 
been a fascination of 
mine," she said. 

Originally, Kulis was 
being recruited to play 
field hockey in college and 
had interest in Bryn 
Mawr College, an all 
female school out in 
Pennsylvania, but the 
more time she spent with 
track-and-field, the easier 
the decision was not to 
journey out to another 
state. 

"My parents (John and 
Sue) have definitely sup- 
ported me the entire way," 
said Celia. "Joining track, 
I would come home with a 
smile on my face bigger 
than they probably would 
see from field hockey 
because originally I was 
going to commit to a col- 
lege for field hockey, but

then I decided not to. 

"My parents were con- 
cerned that I had lost my 
chance to play field hock- 
ey in college, but they saw 
me smiling every single 
track meet and being with 
friends that I hadn't been 
with in a while and they 
are my closest friends 
now. Having my parents 
attend these things (was 
so important to me). I 
know my dad would take 
time off of work to come 
to the meets and my mom 
would always be here first 
thing with the camera and 
she loved taking photos of 
all of us." 

Besides her parents, 
Celia also gets full sup- 
port from her two sib- 
lings, Adam, 19, and Sara, 
a sophomore at WHS, who 
was on the JV Field 
Hockey team this past 
fall. 

"It was a little conflict- 
ing with the age gap 
between the oldest and 
youngest," Celia said. "So 
with me being in the mid- 
dle, I felt like I had to be 
the peacekeeper and 
that's what I have felt 
that I have always had to 
be. It was always cool hav- 
ing my older brother's 
support and then having 
my sister support me too. 
But it was two different 
supports at the -same 
time. My brother was 
proud of me and my sister 
looked up to me, so I 
always felt real important 
in the family." 


LET'S GIVE 

THIS A TRY 
Going out for the track 
team during the abbrevi- 
ated Fall-2 season, Kulis 
wasn't sure what to make 
of it. Head Coach Brian 
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Schell figured to put her 
into some jumping events 
because she's tall and has 
longer legs than most. In 
her first meet against 
Burlington, she scored 
eight points for the ‘Cats, 
winning the high jump, 
clearing 4-8 and then she 
took second in the 55- 
meter hurdles with a time 
of 9.7 seconds. 

By the fourth meet, her 
hurdles time went down to 
9.0 seconds, and she also 
added long jump to the 
mix, including taking first 
in the Watertown meet 
with a leap of 14-75. 

"My coaches definitely 
push me. Coach Schell 
told me where to go and 
he thought that I would be 
good in the hurdles 
because I have long legs, 
so he worked with me and 
I probably wouldn't be 
here if it wasn't for him. I 
was afraid to even go over 
a hurdle but then his 
encouragement through- 
out the whole way, putting 
me in different events and 
just encouraging me 
throughout every single 
event and meet (was so 
great)," she said. 

"Afraid' seemed to be a 
word Kulis used a lot 
when describing her first 
introduction to some of 
these events. 

"Hurdles I was a little 
scared as my friend 
Kaitlyn (McLaughlin) did 
them and then wasn't 
doing them anymore," she 
said "I didn't know much 
about the event so I 
watched a lot of videos. I 
had to come on my own 
time if I wanted to get it 
down pat. The high jump I 
was definitely afraid of 
the bar. But then I got 
close to Kayla (Flynn) 
and (Assistant) Coach 
(Joe) Patrone and they 
really helped me get com- 
fortable. 

"(Throughout all of it, 
my success was) definite- 
ly a team effort. I always 
felt supported by the 
team. I never felt alone 
doing these events, 
although sometimes I did 
do hurdles alone, but 
everyone was always sup- 
porting me so it just made 
me feel so much more 
comfortable so it was 
more about me feeling 
like I was helping the 
team, rather than me 
doing it by myself." 

That success from that 
‘indoor’ season carried 
over to the outdoors. In 
the five regular season 
meets, Kulis competed in 
three events each time 
and came away with 12 
first places, two seconds 
and a third. She won the 
high jump twice, won the 
triple jump three times, 
won the 55-meter hurdles 
once, the 100-meter hur- 
dles three times, the long 
jump once and then fin- 
ished with a second in the 
high jump and long jump 


tatters oats 
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and a third in the triple 
jump. She scored 67 
points in five meets. 

"(Doing so many differ- 
ent events) helped me 
versatility wise because I 
got to see the different 
aspects of each event," 
she said. "(When I did 
the) shot put (at the sec- 
tionals and state meet it) 
made me focus on using 
my legs and my arms. 
The high jump made me 
use all of my body parts to 
get over the bar, going 
backwards and using dif- 
ferent forms. The hurdles 
is different than just run- 
ning. You really have to 
focus on your form. I feel 
like each event had its dif- 
ferent form aspect so they 
all just kind of tied into 
each other." 


THREE WEEKS 
TO REMEMBER 


In a matter of three-plus 
weeks, Kulis enjoyed a lot 
of track and competing 
and a lot of success. In the 
team's final regular sea- 
son meet on a hot blister- 
ing day, she finished with 
a first place in the 100- 
meter hurdles (17.0), a 
second in the long jump 
(14-7) and was third in the 
triple jump (31-6) 
accounting for nine of the 
team's points in their win 
over Stoneham, which 
also gave the program its 
first ever league champi- 
onship title. 

A few days earlier than 
that, she joined Kayla 
Flynn and Mollie Osgood 
as they captured the 
Division 3 state relay high 
jump championship title 
with Kulis clearing 4-6. 

A few days later, she 
competed at the 
Middlesex League 
Championship Meet. A 
junior at the time, all she 
did was set a new school 
record in the 100-hurdles 
at 15.83, while she was 8th 
in the triple jump (32- 
11.75) and 15th in the long 
jump (15-01). It was the 
hurdle event that caught 
so many people's eyes. 
Kulis was seeded second 
and finished second in the 
preliminary heat. 

“My blocks were too far 
back so it was hard to get 
out of the blocks quickly, 
so I moved them up for 
the finals and that's how I 
got out really quick,” she 
said after the meet. “If 
your blocks are off, it's 
harder to get your driving 
phase out and it sets you 
back a little bit. When I 
pushed them up closer, 
my drive phase was nor- 
mal so I could actually get 
my quick feet going.” 

That little change paid 
off. Kulis was absolutely 
phenomenal in the finals, 
winning with her personal 
best and school record 
time of 15.83 seconds - 
which was 1.17 seconds 
better than what she had 


et 


done just a few days earli- 
er. 

“I was pushing myself so 
hard all day and I was 
definitely stressing out 
about it during school,” 
she said after the win. “I 
was happy to (win) but I 
think my mom was defi- 
nitely more happy about 
it. My family were the 
ones who were chanting 
the most. It was just a 
surreal moment.” 

Those surreal moments 
also carried over the next 
two weekends. Due to 
COVID, the MIAA decided 
to break up the usual 
Eastern Mass 
Championship Meets into 
sectionals. With 14 teams 
in the North Section, 
Kulis participated in the 
pentathlon - all in the 
dreaded heat - where she 
finished in a tie for third 
place scoring 2,462 points, 
which was a big boost to 
the team's fourth place 
finish. In the pentathlon, 
she was first in the high 
jump (5-0), second in the 
100-meter hurdles (15.61), 
fourth in the long jump 
(15-4), seventh in the shot 
put (25-2) and 1ith in the 
800 (3:11.01). 

"Sectionals was a very 
hot day and I don't do well 
in the heat and clearly 
you can see that in my 800 
(meter run) but I fixed 
that (the following 
week)," she said. "I had 
never done that event 
before. It was really 
encouraging when I got 
my personal record in the 
high jump and the hur- 
dles, especially going 
against Kaitlyn 
(Gorgenyi) from North 
Reading, who is just real- 
ly good." 

A week later, she would 
compete again in the pen- 
tathlon but this time 
against the rest of the 
state's best at the All- 
State Meet. She came into 
the meet ranked 15th and 
left finishing as the sev- 
enth best in the state. She 
finished with 2,647 points 
which re-broke her own 
school record, and that 
included finishing fourth 
in the 100-meter hurdles, 
seventh in the shot put 
and tied for eighth in the 
high jump (4-9.50). 

“Celia continued to show 
the versatility that I have 
praised all season. She 
had a great start to the 
meet in the hurdles hav- 
ing a better time than her 
previous one in the sec- 
tionals. While she was just 
off missing her best high 
jump, she was still in 
great contention after 
these two events;” said 
Schell after the meet. 

Going into the 800, Kulis 
was in ninth place, and 
after her 3:11 time from a 
week earlier, it appeared 
as if maybe she would 
slide down a few spots.

WILMINGTON - There’s

WILMINGTON - If last 
season proved nothing 
else, it proved that the 
Wilmington High Girls 
Basketball team knows 
how to respond to a chal- 
lenge.

Wilmington/Stoneham Co-Op Girls 
Hockey team hit the ice together

MIDDLETON -- Henry 
Ford, the celebrated 
founder behind the Ford 
Motor Company once 
said, “Coming together is 
a beginning, staying 
together is progress, and 
working together is suc- 
cess.” 

Earlier this year, it was 
determined by 
Wilmington school offi- 
cials, including Athletic 
Director Mia Muzio, that 
the girl’s hockey program 
was in serious jeopardy. 
Early indications pointed 
to a lack of participants, 
insufficient numbers to 
deploy a team. 

In recent years, as little 
as fifteen players came 
out for the Wildcats - 
minimal, but workable. 
But for the 2021-22 season, 
it was forecast that only 
nine or ten girls were on 
tap to lace up for the 
team. Oddly enough, 
nearby Stoneham High 
School was experiencing 
the same dearth of candi- 
dates. The obvious solu- 
tion was to combine the 
teams as one, in a co- 
operative format. 

In other regional com- 
munities, the co-op for- 
mat has proven success- 
ful. North Reading, 
Lynnfield and Peabody, 
for instance, merged ten 
years ago and for three 
straight seasons, have 
claimed titles, And 
Melrose; which recently 
emerged from the co-op 
system, combined with 
Stoneham during a tem- 
porary player drought. 

As Stoneham- 
Wilmington embarks on a 
full slate of twenty 
games, the obvious ques- 
tions have been 
addressed by school offi- 
cials. The team _ nick- 
names, Spartans and 
Wildcats, will be shelved 
for the time being. For 
away games, the girls will 
wear Wilmington blue 
jerseys while home con- 
tests will feature 
Stoneham white. And per- 
haps, the most pressing 
question of all, the com- 
bined 18-player team will 
be co-coached by 
Wilmington’s John 
Lapiana and Stoneham’s 
Cassandra Connolly. 

“It’s a collaborative 
thing,” said Lapiana, in 
his fifth year, who was 
previously a _ longtime 
assistant coach with 
Matignon. “Decisions are 
made by committee. It’s 
not what either of us are 
used to but we’re off to a 
really good start and I’m 
very optimistic about the 
relationship.” 

Certainly, there are a 
number. of obstacles to 
overcome in a co-op for- 
mat, particularly the 
melding of two hockey 
programs that for many 
years were adversaries 
on the ice. 

“That was an early chal- 
lenge that was definitely 
on my mind,” admitted 
Lapiana. “So we began by 
having summer workouts 
at the high school, not 
hockey-related, but for 


strength and condition- 
ing. The idea was to gain 
physical fitness but also 
break the ice. We had a 
couple of unofficial 
things, like ice cream at 
my house. The girls have 
also done a few things on 
their own, and it’s com- 
ing together really quick- 


“There haven’t been any 
issues at all,” agreed co- 
coach Connolly. “They’ve 
done a great job on-and- 
off the ice getting along 
with one another.” 

From a player prospect 
standpoint, there are high 
hopes for the Wilmington 
offensive line which is 
designated as the “white” 
line. Junior Gabby 
Daniels, who was third in 
scoring last season with 
the Wildcats,. will center 
sophomore Lily 
MacKenzie on the right 
wing and junior Katelin 
Halley on the left. 

“They’ve been playing 
together for awhile,” said 
Lapiana. “They’re back 
together this year and 
looking very sharp. 
They’re a junior line and 
it’s the juniors turn to 
step-up and contribute 
offense.” 

From the Stoneham 
contingent, Connolly 
looks for offense from a 
line known as the “blue” 
line which is made up of 
senior Kaylee Cronin, 
junior Sofjia 
Romanowski, and junior 
Ava Krasco. 

“Ym hoping they can 
work off each other and 
deliver,” said the co- 
coach, who played her 
high school hockey with 
Woburn and later, 
University of New 
England at the collegiate 
level before moving to the 
coaching ranks_ four 
years ago. 

The “red” line is a mix 
of athletes from both 


schools, featuring 
Stoneham sophomore 
Grace Tobias centering 
sophomore Marisa 


Thorne and Wilmington 
senior Sofia Brunetto. 
Reserve forwards 
include Wilmington’s 
Julia Archer and 
Stoneham’s Grace 
Bonner, both sophomores. 
Wilmington representa- 
tives tasked with defen- 
sive duties include sopho- 
more Emma Flynn, sen- 
ior Kiley Flynn, and 
sophomore Ashley 


Mercier while Stoneham 
blue-liners include junior 
Sophia Carpentieri, jun- 
ior Gabriella Sacco, and 
freshman Isabella 
Shirtcliff. 

While all of the games 
on the docket have equal 
importance, Lapiana 
seems to have certain 
teams red-circled on the 
calendar. 

“Melrose has their own 
team back this year and 
that should be interest- 
ing,” he said. “We’ll also 
see other quality oppo- 
nents including 
Burlington, Reading, and 
Wakefield. But we have a 
good group and good tal- 
ent. We’re hoping to 
make a little noise in the 
Middlesex League.” 

The new look Stoneham- 
Wilmington co-op team 
was put to the test last 
Saturday night at the 
Essex Sports Center in 
Middleton. While there 
were strong points to be 
taken from the season- 
opener, particularly in 
the third period, non- 
league opponent Bishop 
Fenwick proved a_half- 
dozen goals better in a 7- 
1 tilt. 

Wilmington sophomore 
Ashley Mercier snapped 
the game-long shutout on 
a power play with 1:36 
remaining. Stoneham’s 
Kraseo provided the 


helper on the team’s first . 


goal of the new season. 
The team’s lone goal- 
tender, Wilmington soph- 
omore Maddie Sainato 
turned in a remarkable 
performance, turning 
aside 29-shots. 


“Maddie showed up this 


year better than ever,” 
said Lapiana. “She looks 
sharp and is very mobile, 
moving well post-to-post 
and squaring to the puck. 
She looked fabulous.” 

“TI think she stood on her 
head tonight,” added 
Connolly. “She saw a lot 
of shots. Bishop Fenwick 
can obviously shoot the 
puck and they can pick 
the corners so I agree 
that Maddie did a really 
good job.” 

Stoneham-Wilmington 
traveled to face Belmont 
Wednesday night (results 
in after press time) and 
will next host Woburn on 
Saturday at 4 p.m.

A few tips - like exercise -- to 
keep you safe on the slopes

Despite the warm tem- 
peratures we’ve been hav- 
ing, ski season is. upon 
us. Every year, we see 
patients in physical thera- 
py who have suffered ski 
related injuries. Most fre- 
quently injuries occur at 
the knee but back, shoul- 
der and hip injuries are 
common to _ skiing as 
well. You can help reduce 
the likelihood that you will 
be one of those who suffer 
a ski related injury this 
season with a few tips that 
will help you stay healthy 
on the slopes. 

1. Exercise. Skiing can 
be very strenuous, so 
preparing your body with 
some regular exercise 
before hand can be help- 
ful. Simple body weight 
squats, step ups or lunges 
are a good place to 
start. Always think about 
the alignment of your legs 
when doing these exercis- 
es. Keeping your toes, 
knees and hips in line as 
you squat or lunge will 
help reduce. your likeli- 
hood of injury, particular- 
ly knee injury. Core work 
is also 
important. Planks are a 
great way to work core 
strength and 
stability. Biking is also 
helpful as it develops leg 
strength and _ builds 


endurance. 
2. Proper equipment and 


technique. Be sure that 
you have the right size 
skis and that your bind- 
ings are set at the right 
tension (also known 
as DIN). Your local ski 
shop tech (or, if you’re 
renting skis, a tech at the 
mountain) should help 
with this. It’s often a good 
idea to take a lesson 
too. Ski schools usually 
offer refreshers, quick one 
hour group classes, which 
are affordable and helpful 
if you haven’t been on skis 
for a while. 

3. Fatigue. Fatigue is a 
major contributor to 
injuries in all sports and 
it’s particularly problem- 
atic during the dreaded 
“last run” in 
skiing. Injuries on the 


last run are so prevalent 
that, often, skiers won’t 
even say the words “last 
run” because they think 
it’s bad luck. There are a 
few reasons for increased 
injuries at the end of the 
day. You are tired which 
leads to increased injury 
risk, ski conditions tend to 
be worse (especially in 
the east where it tends to 
get icy), and other skiers 
are tired so there is 
increased risk of colli- 
sions. Be extra careful at 
the end of your ski day. 

There is nothing better 
than spending a day on 
the slopes. These simple 
tips can help reduce the 
likelihood of injury and 
keep you carving turns all 
day long. Have a fun and 
healthy ski season this 
year!

Emotional season lies ahead for Rams Wrestling t team

BILLERICA - This sea- 
son will be a challenging 
one in many ways for the 
Shawsheen Tech Wrestling 
team. First of all, they 
wrestlers and coaches 
must deal with the emo- 
tions of heading into a 
season as they continue to 
mourn the loss of their 
legendary coach Mark 
Donovan, who _ passed 
away in October after a 
courageous battle with 
bile duct cancer. It will be 
the first time in 36 years 
that Donovan will not be 
on the sidelines for the 
Rams after nearly 600 
career wins. 28 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference titles and 19 
state vocational titles. 

Then, of course there is 
the challenge the Rams 
will face once they take to 
the mat as they attempt to 
win their 15th consecutive 
CAC title, after winning 
their 14th straight during 
last season’s abbreviated 
“Fall 2” campaign. 

The Rams will take on 
that challenge under the 
direction under new head 
coach, and long time 
Donovan assistant, Doug 
Pratt. They will also do so 
with one of the youngest 
teams they have had in 
many years, having lost 
several talented wrestlers 
to graduation. 

The good news for the 
Rams, however, is that 
while they are young, the 
cupboard is certainly not 
bare, as they bring back 
several wrestlers who 
gained valuable experi- 
ence last season, as well 
as adding some talent to 
their roster with wrestlers 
who had to miss last sea- 
son due to it being played 
in the spring, which coin- 
cided with sports. 

“We lost some kids, but 
we are getting some kids 
back who played spring 
sports and thar will really 
help us,” Pratt said. “Last 
season we had to forfeit a 
weight class in one of our 
meets, which we had 
never done in 30 years. 
That won’t be the case 
this season. We have a full 
roster.” 

Not only do the Rams 
have a full roster, but they 
have a roster full of some 
talented young wrestlers, 
ready to make an immedi- 
ate impact at the high 
school level. 

“It’s always tough to lose 
' kids the way we did, but 
with what we have coming 
in, we are hoping we are 
able to fill in some of 
those spots pretty quick- 
ly,” Pratt said. 

While very excited for 
the new talent coming in, 
Pratt also knows that it 
will be some veteran lead- 
ership that will one of the 
biggest keys to the Rams 
success, led by senior tri- 
captains Lucien Tremblay 
at 120 pounds, Sam 
Palmieri at 126 pounds 
and Xavier Santiago at 
220. 

“They are all very good 
captains and they all 
bring something different 
to the role,” Pratt said. 
“Lucien is a great captain. 
He is just a great leader 
for the younger kids. Sam 
is more of a leader by 
example. He gets it done 
in the room. Xavier is a 
really good mix of both. 
He is a little more vocal

than Sam, but mostly 
leads by example. It is a 
really good mix that we 
have.” 

The Rams _ freshman 
class should be ready to 
make an impact almost 
immediately, starting with 
Sid Tildsley at 132 pounds. 
Tildsley, who already had 
a fine season as quarter- 
back of the Rams Football 
team this past fall, is off 
to a fine start to his high 
school wrestling career as 
well, having won the 132- 
pound championship at 
the Blue Devil Classic in 
Salem, New Hampshire 
this past weekend. Pratt 
expects more of the same 
throughout the season. 

“Sid is just a tremendous 
athlete,” Pratt said. “His 
technique is outstanding 
and his skill is outstand- 
ing. He is going to sur- 
prise some people. He is 
going to be a good one for 
us.” 

Another pair of young 
wrestlers, Freshman 
Brayton Carbone at 113 
pounds. and sophomore 
Caleb Caceres at 138 
pounds, are both transfers 
from Billerica High, 
where they wrestled as 
eighth graders, with 
Carbone placing eighth in 
his section and Caceres 
placed sixth in his section. 

“Brayton brings a lot of 
experience, even though 
he is still young, and we 
are looking for big things 
from him this season,” 
Pratt said. “Caleb would 
have wrestled for us last 
year, but he is a very good 
lacrosse player, so he 
played that in the spring. 
We are glad to have him 
with us now. We know 
what kind of wrestler he 
is.” 

Another freshman, 
Dante Graziano of 
Tewksbury will start the 
Rams off at 106 pounds, 
while junior Troy 
Warwick, also of 
Tewksbury, will return to 
the team to compete at 145 
pounds. 

“Dante got some good 
experience at the youth 
level so we feel like he can 
step in and do well,” Pratt 
said. “Warwick has been 
in the room for a couple of 
years, and now he is get- 
ting an opportunity to 
start. He is a little light 
for 145, but he is doing 
well so far.” 

Junior Ben Gooltz will 
compete for the Rams at 
152 pounds, while sopho- 
more Damian Ortiz will 
compete at 160. 

“We are looking for big 
things from’ Ben. He has 
been in the room a couple 
of years. He is a guy who 
has been knocking at the 
door for a couple of the 
starting lineup for a cou- 
ple of years, and this year 
he broke it,” Pratt said.

BILLERICA - 
Shawsheen Tech Athletic 
Director Al  Costabile 
faced what seemed like an 
almost impossible task

Pratt had been alongside 
Donovan for 31. of 


Donovan’s 36 seasons for 
the Rams, helping him 
build one of the greatest 
wrestling programs in the 
state of Massachusetts, 
compiling nearly 600 wins 
and 28 Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference 
championships. If any- 
body knew and loved the 
Shawsheen Wrestling pro- 
gram as much as 
Donovan, it was certainly 
Pratt. 

The only issue of course, 
was convincing Pratt to 
take the job. After all, the 
1987 graduate of 
Shawsheen Tech had 
already agreed to take 
over as the Rams junior 
varsity basketball coach 
for the upcoming season, 
not to mention his role as 
the football team’s offen- 
sive coordinator. 


Pratt, ever loyal to 


Shawsheen, and of course 
ever loyal to Donovan,

For his part, Pratt will argue with anyone who tries to put him on Donovan’s level 
in terms of building the program, deferring credit for the team’s success to his long 


time mentor. 


“It’s beyond measure what Mark has done for this program. He was the guy, and 
now we want to keep it going for him,” Pratt said. “We were almost always on the 
same page. Mark knew to give a hug if he needed a hug, and be demanding if he 
needed to be demanding. This was his program. He built it.” 

Pratt can defer all he wants, but the fact is, he brings much of the same coaching 
philosophy and many of the same skills as Donovan to the wrestling room, and 
Costabile feels like he will be able to use those skills to make him just as successful 
in the head coaching role as he was as an assistant. 

“Doug has a very similar mindset as Mark, which will make things more comfort- 
able for the kids,” Costabile. “It will not be a culture shock for them. He brings a lot 
of passion and a lot of knowledge of the sport, so we are very fortunate that he can 
pick up where Mark left off.” 

Pratt also feels very fortunate to have three very capable assistant coaches along- 
side him for his first year as head coach, with former Minuteman head coach Brian 
Tildsley and former Melrose assistant coach Nick Gamble, along with fellow veteran 
wrestling coaches Mike Gianchi and Rob Mclsaac, all helping out in the room. 

“I am very fortunate to have them with me, because they bring a ton of experience 
and knowledge,” Pratt said. “We want to continue doing things how we do them, but 
at the same time, it is important to bring in a lot of new staff to help build the pro- 
gram to be even better than what it is.”

BILLERICA - When 
Kate O’Shea was a player 
for the Shawsheen Tech 
Girls Hockey team, put- 
ting together a fantastic 
four-year career which 
saw her score 107 career 
points before graduating 
in 2015,.she left an indeli- 
ble mark on the history of 
the Rams program, which 
has often struggled over 
the past decade plus in 
terms of wins and losses, 
posting just a 34-143-10 
record from 2011-2020. 

But in her junior year of 
2014, when she paired with 
fellow 100-point scorer 
Kennedy Harper, the 
Rams went 11-8-2 and 
made their only tourna- 
ment appearance of the 
decade, winning a prelim- 
inary round game over 
Scituate before being 
eliminated by traditional 
powerhouse Wellesley. 

Now as the new head 
coach of the Rams, 
O’Shea is hoping to return 
that winning tradition to 
the program that she 
loves, as she takes over for 
former head coach Bob 
Roach, who led the Rams 
for most of the past 12 
years before stepping 
down this past off season. 
It will certainly not be an 
easy task, but it is one 
that she is eagerly looking 
forward to. 

“IT am very excited to get 
started,” O’Shea_ said 
recently in the days lead- 
ing up to the start of the 
season: “I have played 
hockey my whole life, so 
staying connected to the 
game is a very big thing 
and staying connected 
with the girls on this team 
is a very big thing as 
well.” 

After graduating in 2015 
as the program’s second 
all-time leading scorer, 
the Billerica native took 
her talents to Nichols

Academic All-Conference 
honors in her senior sea- 
son of 2019. Throughout

“I came back from col-

Roach,” O’Shea said.

ing hope that the program 
may be on the rise. 

“That is a big part of the 
reason why I enjoy being 
here,” O’Shea said. “I 
have been here before, 
and been part of the pro- 
gram. I have been 
through the ups and 
downs, so to see where I 
came from to where the 
program is now, is amaz- 
ing. We had a good year 
last year, so we are hoping 
carry that over to this sea- 
son.” 

Shawsheen Tech Athletic 
Director Al Costabile is 


confident that O’Shea has 
what it takes to lead the 
Rams for many years to 
come.

Winchester’s 
Macdonald new 


President of 
Mass Golf

Mass Golf has a new presi- 
dent of its board of directors 
and he’s a local Winchester 
Country Club member. Alan 
Macdonald, 77, takes over the 
reins from Thomas Berkel. 
Macdonald previously served 
as both treasurer and vice 
president since joining the 
board in 2007. 

“I’ve always been delighted 
to be given the chance to be in- 
volved with Mass Golf,” said 
Macdonald, a lifelong Win- 
chester resident who now re- 
sides at the Ledges on the 
Lexington and Woburn line. “I 
just know how much I enjoy 
the game, the atmosphere, the 
friendships, and the history 
that Mass Golf has is special. 
This is a real honor and a 


heavy responsibility to make 
sure that we continue to grow 
the game and strengthen the 
association itself, and I’m 
thrilled to be involved with it.” 

Macdonald came to the 
sport of golf in a roundabout 
way, having never seen a golf 
course until his teenage years 
and he didn’t start playing 
until the end of high school. He 
said he began his career as a 
caddie at 14 and learned at 
Poland Spring Caddie Camp in 
Maine. 

“I made $2.50 a day, but 
paid $2 in fees,” he joked about 
his introduction to the sport 
he’s grown to love and respect. 

Macdonald said he’s ready 
to take on new challenges and 
continue grow the game in 
Massachusetts, both at the 
youth level and with women. 
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Mass Golf runs 19 amateur 
state championships, for men 
and women, plus the Mass 
Junior and Senior champi- 
onships. 

While the organization has 
a relationship with the PGA 
Tour and USGA (United States 
Golf Association), they have no 
direct influence over either. 
Though Mass Golf welcomes 
the U.S. Open to Brookline 
Country Club this June, they 
didn’t have a hand in bringing 
the longstanding tournament 
to the state. 

“We’re aware of what each 
other is doing,” Macdonald 
said about the relationship be- 
tween the two organizations, 
adding Mass Golf and. the 
USGA recently met in Brook- 
line to discuss the upcoming 
event. 
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The new president of the NN NE 
board of directors said he 
planned to volunteer at the 
tournament and noted he’s 
been fortunate to play the 
Brookline course several times, 
calling it a “wonderful experi- 
ence.” 

Mostly, Macdonald plans to 
continue promoting the First 
Tee initiative, an education 
program for young people to 
learn the game and learn 
sportsmanship. He said they 
run the program out of several 
communities including Boston, 
Brockton, Natick, Springfield, 
and on the Cape. 

“We use the program to en- 
courage and grow the game 
with women and young peo- 
ple,” Macdonald stressed. 

Overall, his board will set 
the policy and provide over- 
sight for Mass Golf. As presi- 
dent, he receives a one or two 
year term. Macdonald became 
the 61st president in the nearly 
120 years of Mass Golf’s exis- 
tence. 

When he’s not busy. oversee- 
ing Mass Golf, you can proba- 
bly find Macdonald at 
Winchester Country Club play- 
ing a round or just catching up 
with old friends. He’s been a 
member at the club for 46 
years, joining in his 20s when 
some of his high school friends 
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some 50 years ago. 

He’s been a member ever 
since, joking that he enjoys an 
“occasional” game of golf. 

It took until his 30s for Mac- 
donald to really start playing 
the game; however, he said his 
number one priority is always 
friendship. He places the ca- 
maraderie of playing a round 
with friends over the actual 
game (and especially now that 
he’s older he cares less about 
his score and more about en- 
joying the time spent with 
those close to him), saying he’s 
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made life-long friends through both competi- 
tions and the social aspect of the club. 

Before he joined the board of directors at 
Mass Golf, Macdonald completed rules official 
school. This means if you need someone to ex- 
plain the rules of golf (and they can get confus- 
ing), he’s your guy. Now that he’s president, he 
has more to worry about than just the rules. 

“It’s an honor and I’m humbled,” he said 
about his nomination. 

He shared his pride in Mass Golf, saying it’s 
filled with both excellent and average golfers 
who all enjoy their involvement (Macdonald, to 
his credit, said he never got great at the game). 
He did admit his passion for the game changed 
as he aged. In his youth, he enjoyed the compe- 
tition; now he favors being involved in the be- 
hind-the-scenes aspects. 

“My passion grew because I enjoy all as- 
pects.” he admitted, “and I hope others can 
enjoy it, too.” 

Because Mass Golf works with amateur 
golfers, they also run the handicap system that 
contains more than 100,000 golfers. This in- 
cludes both private and public courses. Even 
with so many players in the state, Macdonald 
still offers a strategic plan to grow the game 
through young people. 

A Youth on Course program allows young 
people to play for $5 a round through a number 
of courses, He also hopes to expand the First 
Tee program to more places statewide and 
place a greater emphasis on opportunities for 


women. 
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“T hope to expand entry level tournaments 
for women,” he acknowledged, pointing out how 
many women are reticent to jump in whereas 
men think they’re great after one swing. 

Macdonald hopes he can at least make Mass 
Golf more visible. In 2018, Mass Golf merged 
with the women’s association (who actually 
began in 1900, several years before Mass Golf) 
to provide more support for women’s events. 

“They had a strong association without 
much help from a staff,” Macdonald said about 
the women’s club. 

This merger should now increase the 
strength of the organization for both men and 
women. 

When Macdonald’s time comes to an end as 
the head of the board, he hopes to continue vol- 
unteering with Mass Golf. He noted there’s no 
age limit to working with the organization so he 
“hopes to stay involved in the future.” 

Macdonald remarked it’s “hard to just sign 
off,” but said he would be happy to “pass the 
baton” to the next president and help to con- 
tinue to draw people into the organization. 

Fortunately, Macdonald has several grand- 
sons who golf including one who’s the current 
captain of the Higham High School golf team. 
It looks like golfing runs in the family. 

With Macdonald retired from his “normal” 
career, it gives him plenty of time to take in his 
grandsons’ golf tournaments or play in his own. 
Just remember: he’s no longer necessarily 
playing to win, but rather for the fun of the 
game (though he would probably still celebrate 
a hole-in-one).

Sorkin cuts back in time 
and forward so that the writ- 
ers and showrunner can help 
narrate everything documen- 
tary-style. And although it's 
not attempting to depict Lu- 
cille's whole life, he does 
make sure to show the ori- 
gins of their courtship and re- 
lationship, which happened 
to coincide with the end of 
Lucille's time at RKO (and 
her shot at movie stardom). 
While no one is going to mis- 
take either Kidman or Bar- 
dem for either of their 
real-life counterparts, they 
were hired to be actors, not 
mimics and do a terrific job 
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Sorkin goes behind the scenes of Lucy and Desi

bringing to life the spirit of 
their characters off-camera 
lives, illustrating a full, com- 
plex, adult relationship. 

But "Being the Ricardos" 
really shines in the wings, 
with the depiction of the tire- 
less writers (Alia Shawkat 
as Madelyn Pugh and Jake 
Lacy as Bob Carroll Jr.), the 
hangdog showrunner (Tony 
Hale as Jess Oppenheimer ) 
and the bickering supporting 
players (Nina Arianda, tran- 
scendent as Vivian Vance 
and J.K. Simmons as 
William Frawley). It may 
not be the most pleasant en- 
vironment, but it is romantic 
in that classic Hollywood 
way — full of ego, banter, 
barbs and. breakthroughs 
that, for better or worse, 
you'd never get on a Zoom 
call. 

Sorkin bites off a lot here 
— he wants this film to be 
about everything. And the 
dialogue is so_ typically 
snappy that he basically gets 
away with it. 

It's practically criminal 
how easy it would be to 
watch performers like 
Shawkat, Arianda and Sim- 
mons throw jabs at one an- 
other and each get their own 
are to chew on. Shawkat is 
the lone woman in the writ- 
ers' room trying to carve out 
a career for herself while 
making sure Lucy isn't in- 
fantilized. Arianda is the 
show's punching bag and it's 
starting to get to her. And 
Simmons is the_ prickly 
washed up drunk until the 
script needs him to be the 


wise washed up drunk (and 
he's very good at both). 

Lucille is a bit more of an 
enigma, harder to love and 
embrace. She never pre- 
tended to be her on screen 
character and like so many 
great comedians seemed to 
save it all for the stage. As in 
"Molly's Game" Sorkin per- 
haps overreaches with his 
therapy insights, positing 
that deep down all Lucille 
wanted was a place that felt 
like home. 

And it all would have 
been perfectly fine without 
the Communist subplot, but 
that's just there to help all 
the other dramatic revela- 
tions come out. "Being the 
Ricardos" is a Sorkin event 
through and through and an 
earnest, smart picture of a 
complex woman and, like 
her show, it all goes down so 
smoothly you barely even 
get a chance to appreciate 
the labor behind it.

High school indoor sports 
will be starting with masks 
for athletes, coaches, specta- 
tors 

Student-athletes, 
coaches, and officials, as 
well as spectators, will be re- 
quired to wear masks dur- 
ing indoor sporting events 
this winter. 

According to the MIAA, 
the mask guidelines are con- 
sistent with the Department 
of Elementary and Second- 
ary Education (DESE) and 
will maximize full participa- 
tion of winter sports. 

The mask mandate was 
also in place for fall indoor 
sporting events like volley- 
ball. Winter sports include 
basketball, wrestling, 
hockey, indoor track, gym- 
nastics, swimming and ski- 
ing. 

The MIAA will consider 
a transition to removing 
masks for indoor games this 
winter in January, specifi- 
cally Jan. 15 is the date that 
it will assess mask guidance 
for schools. 

A few of the restrictions 
will be relaxed in basketball 
where there will be under- 
the-basket out of bounds 
plays, players can be in the 


free throw lane for all free 
throws, and not just ones 
that “play the miss.” Sanitiz- 
ing of the basketballs will 
not be required. 

High school hockey 
teams will also be required 
to wear masks.

MIAA put on the spot for 
special treatment to football 

Members of the MIAA 
Board of Directors were re- 
viewing some feedback 
from the first statewide 
postseason tournaments 
that were just completed 
and football drew some neg- 
ative feedback for its incon- 
sistencies with other fall 
sports. 

The MIAA has put the 
Super 8 boys hockey tourna- 
ment on pause for two years. 
At issue for this change was 
maintaining consistency, eq- 
uity and Title IX compliance 
across all MIAA sports that 
was not consistent with a 
Super 8-+type tournament. 
Due to the new statewide 
tournament structure that 
started this past fall, the 
MIAA’s Tournament Man- 
agement Committee back in 
April had voted to eliminate 
Super 8 tournaments, for 
“four years” while they 
study four years of data 


under the new statewide 
tournament. The committee 
thought it was important to 
start fresh under the new 
statewide format. The new 
tournament structure will 
include using power ratings 
rather than straight winning 
percentage. 

The Super 8 was insti- 
tuted for Massachusetts 
high school hockey in 1991. 
Before then, Catholic 
schools won every Division 1 
state title from 1979-90 as 
well as winning in Division 2 
from 1986-90. Even at the 
“Super 8” level, just four 
public school teams have 
won the title in those 30 
years — Reading (2008), 
Hingham (2010) and Arling- 
ton (2017, 2020 co-title). 

But now football is com- 
ing under fire for inconsis- 
tency with other sports. 

Most of the criticisms fo- 
cused around some of the 
benefits those Super Bowl 
teams receive, compared 
with teams from other fall 
championship sports. 
Among them were: Super 
Bowls played at Gillette Sta- 
dium vs. high school venues 
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for other sports; Super Bowl 
teams exclusively having a 
championship breakfast at 
Gillette; and unique trophies 
awarded to the Super Bowl 
winners. 

The MIAA is reviewing 
these concerns.
